THE ASSEMBLY FIGHT. 


Asa@ result of the proceedings at ite last 
session the Northwest assembly has been 
favored witha measure of public interest 
not hitherto accorded it, On former occas- 
fons the duty of the local legislature, wheth- 
known as council or assembly, did not ex- 
tend beyond the ordinary matters of local 
law making, But on this occasion while 
the law making and amending business had 
to be proceeded with as usual, o ving to the 
action of the executive—that 1s of the lienten+ 
ant governor—the assembly was practically 
placed on trial for its life,—was required tv 
show cause why it should exist as the legis- 
lative body which the Northwest act declar- 
ed it to be, instead of the merely advisory 
body which the lieutenant governor wished 
to make it. The assembly having been call- 
ed into existence by act of the parliament of 
Canada expressly for the purpose of leyisla- 
ting in regard toeducation, civil law, munici- 
pal institutions and like regulations,and gener- 
ally speaking all matters of a merely local 
private nature inthe Territories, and havin; 
been empowered to raise revenue by both 
direct and indirect taxation for the public 
purposes of the Territories, had taken for 
granted that the act meant whatit said 
according to the usual ineaniog of the words 
when used.in alike sense for like purposes. 
They had taken for granted according to 
their readiag of the act that, asin all other 
representative bodies elected by majorities, 
the majority must rule,as expressly provided 
in section 12 of the amendments to the 
Northwest Territories act of 1888; that as 
expressly provided in section 14 of the same 
amendments, with the majority of the as- 
sembly lay the control of the raising ana 
expenditure of the public revenues; and that 
section 13 of the amendients read in connec- 
tion with sections 12 and 14 above mentioned, 
provided as expressly that the action of the 
executive—that is of the lieutenant governor 
~should be on the advice of a council 
responsible to the assembly, that is repre- 
senting @ majority of the assembly. They 
believed that when the act declared that the 
lieutenant governor should have the power 
to make ordinances for the government of 
the Northwest Territorics—that is to govern 
—“by and with the advice and consent of 
the legislative assembly of the Territories” 
it meant whatit said, and said what the 
parliament of Ganada meant when the act 
was passed. They believed that in the re- 
presentatives of the people was centered the 
authority of the government and that the 
advisory council and the lieutenant governor 
were morely appliances by and through 
which their wishes Could most conveniently 
be given effect. All thia, be it remembered, 
is in line with the section of the act 
which states that ‘*The lieutenant governor, 
shall administer the government under in- 
structions from sme to time «iven him by 
the governor in council or by the Seoretary 
of State of Canada.” This section of the act 
clearly cannot mean that the lieutenant 
governor may under instructions from Otta- 
wa administer the go) ernment contrary bo the

had been misunderstood, while the people of 
the Territories were thoroughly satisfied 
both with the manner in which the govern- 
ment was being conducted and with its 
practical results. 

Not long after the opening of the second 
session of the assembly, however, it became 
apparent that the lieutenant governor was 
not satisfied with the position in which the 
act placed him as merely the executive 
officer of the assembly, and he demanded t. 
exercise a separate authority, for which the 
act mvkes no provision, In detiance of sec- 
tion 18 of the amendments mentioned above 
he acted on several important occasions con- 
trary to the advise of his advisors, and re- 
fused to submit the accounts for the ex- 
penditure of the sums voted at its first ses 
tion by the assembly to that body at its 
second session, on the plea that he had the 
right to the coutrol of a certain portion of 
that expenditure independent of the assembly 
or its vote, He having thus deelared himself 
independent of the assembly and of the 
advice of his advisors who were then held 
by himself and by the house to be responsible 
to the assembly, there was nothing left for 
these members but to resign from the posi- 
tion of advisors which they promptly did. 


A new advisory council was chosen by the 
lieutenant governor, with Dr, Brett as lead- 
er, who announced on taking office that an 
arrangement as tu a division of financial con- 
trol had been made between the council and 
the governor Whereby the assembly would 
only have control of the funds raised directly 
from the people of the Territories, while the 
lieutenant governor was conceded absolute 
control of that part of the revenue of the 
Territorial government derived from year to 
year from Ottawa, he however agreeing to 
consult with the council as to the adminis- 
tration of these Ottawa funds. The assem- 
bly could find no provision in the Northwest 
act for such a division of control—could find 
nothing to show that such adiyision wasin 
the remotest degree intended; the parlia- 
ment which furnished the funds and the 
government through which they were furn- 
ished had given no intimation that such a 
division of control was desired to be made— 
and therefore very naturally refused to agree 
to the division, The amount involved was 
nearly nine-tenths of the revenue; on its 
proper expenditure depended the conduct 
of the school system of the Territories, the 
greater part of the public works of the Terri- 
tories, including the well boring operations 
in thedry districts, the publte printing, the 
salaries of officials, and indeed the conduct 
of the principal part of the business reyard- 
ing which the assembly was empowered to 
legislate, To admit that the assembly bad 
not the right of control over those expendi- 
tures was practically to admit that they had 
notthe right to pass legislation whose effect 
would depend upon the expenditures being 
properly made, although they were express 
ly empowered to pass such legislation, The 
majority felt that the advisory council had 
betrayed the assembly and the country as 
the price of securing office for themselves, 
and therefore could not vote to endorse their 
executive actions —were In fact conipelled to 
vote want of confidence in them, and as a 
last resert to secure their removal from con- 
trol to which they had attained by impro 
per means, to refuse to vote the supplics, 
that le to refuse te allow the executive to 
expend that portion of the tunds raised di. 
rectly from the people of tne Territorics of 
which the assembly was then admitted to

SCHOOL HOLIDAYS. 


Tu school ordinance has been amended as 
regards holidays. It is now provided that 
‘In all schools open during the whole year 
there shall be seven weeks holidays, of 
which not less than two nor more than six 
weeks shall be given in sQimmer and not less 
than one or more than five in winter, to be 
apportioned at the discretion of the various 
boards of school] trustees. The summer holi- 
days shali fall between the 2nd day of July 
and the 8let day of Augustand the winter 
holidays shall commence on December 24th. 
When a school is only open during certain 
months in summer the trustees of such 
school may give holidays not to exceed two 
weeks between the 2nd day of July and the 
81st day of August, at their discretion.” A 
further amendment provides that no grants 
shall be paid until certain certified returns, 
for which forms will be furnished, have 
been received at the board of education 
office at Regina.

PEACE RIVER. 


Tus past summer was Warm and somewhat 

_ wetter than usual in Peace river, In July 
the rainfall was 1} inches, the highestemper- 
ature 95 on the 2pth and the lowest 32 on the 
lst, 2nd, and 8th. In August the rainfall 
was 24 inches, the highest tempereture 91 
on the 5th and the lowest 33 on the 18th and 
26th. In September the rainfall verv nearly 
aninch, ‘The first fros$ was on the 6th there 
being 6th degrees, on the 8th there was snow 
and sleet and on the llth there was 17 de 
grees of frost. From these figures it appears 
that the thermometer in summer ranges 
higher in Peace river than vt Edmonton and 
also that it ranges qu$te as low or little lower 
than here. The aveaage probably is higher. 
The rainfall must be t:uch less than at Ed- 
monton when a total fail of five or six inches 
is thoucht extreme against Edmonton’s 20 
inches last season, It also cppears that the 
summer season is as long as at Edmonton 
but that when the fall once closes in the 
frost becomes seuere nore quickly than here,

The railroad is now within 100 
miles of Edmonton and will be completed to 
this point in July next. Government land
